With green stamps contributed by several friends and trans- 
portation furnished by Mr. and Mrs. Richard Hodges, we have 
acquired a two-drawer metal filing cabinet, and we have the pro- 
mise of the Boy Scouts that a much-needed magazine rack will 
be forthcoming.

REPORT OF FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The Mason Volunteer Fire Department has now completed 
its second year of service to the Town of Mason. The Depart- 
ment would like to thank all persons, both members and non- 
members, for a great deal of co-operation which made this a good 
year for the Department. 


In January, 1963, we received a 750 G.P.M. pumper from the 
State Forestry Division. The tank has been enlarged from 210 
gallons to 560 gallons and enough small hose and equipment has 
been purchased to handle the initial attack on fires, whether 
building or brush fires. 


Work on the tank truck was stopped so that we could get 
the new engine in service and, with that done, work on the tanker 
is continuing. 


The Fire Station on Merriam Hill Road is rented through the 
kindness of Ray Churchill and oil heat has been installed. 


Equipment bought by the Department during 1963 is valued 
at $4,025.35. This figure does not include money spent to enlarge 
the truck tank, new battery, paint, hardware, etc., used on the 
truck, nor does it include gasoline and truck maintenance. These 
items will run another $475.00, making a total of $4,500.35 spent. 
None of this money was furnished by the Town, the Department 
having raised or borrowed its own funds. A minimum of $2,000 
additional will be needed to fully equip the truck, but this will 
have to wait as funds are not available now.

Fire Alarm Service — The Fire Emergency number for Mason 
is 878-1611. This control center is in Wilton and is connected to 
the Greenville exchange by two direct lines and manned 24 hours 
a day. All fire calls except Barrett Hill Road should go to this 
number. Barrett Hill Road will still call Townsend on first alarm. 
This system will give better and faster response and will end the 
confusion that has existed for some time. This fire alarm service 
is paid for by the Department and not from Town funds. 


The attendance at the Fire School at Meadowood Drill Yard 
in Fitzwilliam last September was excellent. This is a very worth- 
while two-day course.

REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest forest 
fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty years. The con- 
tinued drought brought home to our citizens, as never before, the 
potential threat of destructive fires to their beautiful and valuable 
forests, homes and livelihood. In true American tradition of 
meeting a common threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was 
minimized by active prevention, patrol and a relinguishing of per- 
sonal rights for the common good. It was the greatest demon- 
stration of puplic cooperation ever experienced by those responsi- 
ble for local and state fire control. The ready forces of volunteer 
fire services kept the losses low. For their effort and public re- 
sponse the general fire service expresses it heartfelt thanks for a 
job well done. | 


Prevention, however, is not just an activity for the bad fire 
years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our public 
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conscience a habit. Just plain carelessness with fire causes too 
many of our fires. 





The following practices and suggestions will help: 


1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn with- 
in the terms of the permit and in a safe place. Burn late in the 
afternoon when the wind is down or on rainy or damp days. 
Check your fire and if winds develop extinguish it promptly. 


2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump — it’s safer. A 
neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarette or match. Make this a 
year round habit regardless of the safety of your surroundings. 


4. Children-caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect fire and not 
make it a subject of play. 


Let’s all join with ‘Smokey the Bear” and “Keep New Hamp- 
shire Green” and growing in 1964.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and citizens of Mason, I respectfully 
submit my sixth annual report as your superintendent of schools. 


STAFF AND INSTRUCTION 


The Mason school opened this fall with one change in staff. 
Mr. Robert Rogers of Lyndeborough, New Hampshire, a graduate 
of Bridgewater State College in Massachusetts, was hired to teach 
in grades five and six, replacing Mr. Peter Schimmel who left to 
assume the principalship of the Francestown Elementary School. 
The other members of the staff continued in their positions at the 
school, thereby helping to insure continuity and strength in the 
academic program. 


The two areas of instruction outlined in last year’s program 
continue to be improved upon and expanded during this present 
year. The Phonetic Keys to Reading approach is being used in 
grades one and two and the Spalding system of reading, writing 
and spelling is being solidly developed in the other grades. It is 
expected that each year marked improvement will be seen in these 
areas through the use of these very sound reading systems. 


In the area of mathematics, the modern mathematics approach 
is now being taught at all grade levels, having started last year 
with grades one and two. It is anticipated that this type of pro- 
gram will definitely upgrade the quality of instruction in this area 
and give youngsters insights and understandings that could never 
have been expected of these children in the past. 


Provision is being made in the 1964-65 budget for instruction 
of children in classes for intellectually retarded. The statutes of 
the state of New Hampshire allow expenditures to be made in this 
area and certainly this kind of education is necessary for these 
children. 


Teachers are to be especially complimented for the efforts 
that they are making to provide for the individual needs of chil- 
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dren in the school. Within the regular school day and to a great 
extent after school, teachers are spending an unusual amount of 
time with youngsters who are experiencing any kinds of difficulty. 
It has not been unusual to see teachers driving children home at 
4:30 or 5 o'clock in the afternoon after a special help session. 
Even though this means a longer school day for the individual 
children involved, it is felt that parents sincerely appreciate the 
special efforts which the teachers are making to meet the indi- 
vidual needs of their children. 


During this present school year, Mrs. Charles Fifield has been 
visiting the school regularly and providing instruction in Art for 
all of the children in grades one through eight. This program 
has developed more and more enthusiasm on the part of the teach- 
ers and students alike and funds are provided in the 1964-65 budget 
to formally hire the services of Mrs. Fifield and thus continue this 
excellent offering. There are not very many schools that have 
available to them the services of a well qualified instructor in Art. 
Art provides children with another means of self expression, and 
it is felt that the children will be better for having had this 
experience, 


The Board feels that more should be done in the area of 
physical education of our children, not only in the form of calis- 
thentics but also in the development of other physical and co- 
ordination skills. The President’s Council on Youth Fitness strong- 
ly recommends this. $100 is provided in the 1964-65 budget for 
one of the members of the staff to devote additional time to the 
development of a physical education program for all children of 
the school. 


BUILDING AND GROUNDS 


Funds are being provided within the present budget to take 
care of some minor roof repairs and also to paint one of the older 
classrooms. $500 has been placed in the budget to further improve 
the area in the rear of the school in the hopes of slowly develop- 
ing this site into a satisfactory playground. The area around 
and to the rear of the school all is in need of improvement and 
will eventually be taken care of over a period of years by funds 
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which are provided for in the budget. It is hoped, however, that 
interested persons in the community will give of their time so 
that many of these improvements can be made with minimal costs 
to the town. 


FUTURE NEEDS 


Since early last fall discussions about improved instructional 
opportunity for children have taken place by board members of 
towns within the supervisory union. It may well be that by work- 
ing closely with other communities in this area, the educational 
Opportunities for children in Mason could be vastly improved. 
Everyone knows that multiple graded classrooms have their limi- 
tations. Everyone knows that instruction at the seventh and eighth 
grade level in the Mason school cannot compare with instruction 
that could be provided in a departmentalized junior high school. 
These limitations make it necessary to constantly seek ways of 
better preparing children of the community to meet the future. 
The needs for the future are difficult to anticipate, but should be 
planned for. With these thoughts in mind, an article has been 
provided within the warrant to provide for the initiation of a co- 
operative school study committee. Formation of this committee 
is a necessary first step in working satisfactorily with other com- 
munities. At meetings that the School Board has participated in, 
consideration has been given to the hiring of a school consultant 
to survey the educational structure in all the interested communi- 
ties and have them make recommendations as to the best type of 
educational plan for Mason. This plan would consider educational 
needs, community growth and finances. A second article is thus 
placed in the warrant to provide this study committee with funds 
that might be used to hire the services of a school consultant. 
These funds would not necessarily be spent, but if it seemed to be 
in the best interests of Mason to go along with the hiring of con- 
sultant services, then the money would be available for this pur- 
pose. It is further possible that trust funds which are available 
in the State of New Hampshire might help to reduce the costs 
of the study being made by the cooperating committee. It seems 
wise, however, to provide an amount of money sufficient to meet 
the greatest known needs and depend upon the appointed or elected 
committee to decide whether the funds be expended or not. 
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FINANCE 


There are several areas of increase in the upcoming budget ia 
comparison with the present budget that should be brought to 
your attention. In the area of teachers’ salaries there is an increase 
of approximately $1,000. $550 of this amount is for the additional 
services noted under Staff and Instruction, the remainder being 
provided for increases in salary for our teachers. The average 
salary of teachers in our school is well below the State of New 
Hampshire average, further below the average in the southeri 
part of New Hampshire and yet further removed from the average 
just across the state line in Massachusetts. This is not to say that 
salary is the only factor that is considered by teachers in deciding 
where they are going to teach, but it is certainly one factor that 
is well weighed by a teacher in reaching a decision as to their 
future. Money spent for good instruction is money that is wisely 
spent. 


A second area of increase is in the area of Pupil Transporta- 
tion where an increase of approximately $600 is shown. Both of 
the bus contracts expire this year and make this increase necessary. 


A third area of increase is the 700 series of the budget — 
Maintenance of the School Plant. An increase of about $200 is 
shown here and this is made necessary by the provision of money 
to repair the roof and the painting of a classroom as has already 
been noted. 


In the 1400 series, Tuitions have increased only about $300 
due to a reduction in the number of children at the high school 
level and not a reduction in the cost of tuition per pupil. 


The above noted major increases and other increases and de- 
creases when coupled with revenues which are expected during the 
coming year result in a school assessment of $45,692.00 which is 
approximately $1600 above the school assessment for the present 
school year. 


SPECIAL ARTICLES 


A special article is inserted in the school warrant to determine 
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what action the district wants to take regarding tuition costs of 
children who are attending schools where costs are above state 
average costs. This article was inserted in the warrant in 1961 
and was indefinitely postponed. The School Board feels that in 
the interest of parents sending their children to such schools, this 
article should be again inserted to see if the district will assume 
the costs above the New Hampshire high school stage average. 


CONCLUSION 


I am pleased to report that the Mason School is enjoying 
another very successful academic year. Through the leadership 
and efforts of Mrs. Frost and hard work and cooperative effort 
by the teachers, a fine program is being offered and one which 
we have no reason to be ashamed of. Parents, as has always been 
the case in Mason, have been very understanding and cooperative 
thus encouraging teachers to work even harder on behalf of the 
children. Special bouquets are in order for the School Board 
who are constantly seeking ways to provide even better educa- 
tional opportunity for children, within the physical limitations of 
the school. I would be remiss if I did not note here the excellent 
work Mr. and Mrs. Forrest have done, caring for the physical 
appearance and atmosphere of the school. 


With such a united effort by all, it is easy to see why keeping 
school in Mason has been a joy this year.
